I have noticed In several articles on Zebulon 


MontgomVy Pike appearing In as many newspapers 
that the explorar Pike got hu flr«<t glimpse of the 
great mountain .-now bearing hl« name from "near 
Pueblo." Thta miAes the mark by about 80 miles. 
Just where Pike stood when he and his men "gave 
three, cheern to the Mexican mountains" Is to most 
people a matter of no great consequence. Still, there 
are those who take special Interest In knowing d 
facu and in knowing them with exactness. For th« 
benefit of sUch 1 believe this wrong impressloi 
should be corrected. 


Pike first saw tho "grand peak" or "great snow 


mountain," as he variously calls It, at 2 o'clock on 
the afternoon of November 15. 1806. He was then 
marching along the Arkansas a half dozen «nlle< 
or less below- the point «t -which the Jfurgatory or 
Las Anlmas river flows Into the .Arkansas. This 
is not far from the center ot-Bcnt»cownty. Colorado 
It is exactly 88 miles In an air line from Pueblo and 
M miles from the Peak
